It relates a day’s adventures in New 
York of a group of people from nearby 
Yonkers in the 1880’s, centering on a pom- 
pous, wealthy merchant who has gone to 
the metropolis to seek a wife and is par- 
ticularly interested in a demure milliner.

that the merchant shall match up with 
no one except herself. Hilarious compli- 
cations ensue from the unexpected en- 
counters in the big city of the merchant 
with his niece, who is running away with 
an impecunious artist, the merchant’s 
chief clerk and his apprentice, who have 
taken the opportunity of their employer’s 
absence to come into the city for an un- 
authorized lark of their own. 

A huge triumph for over a year in New 
York in 1955 and 1956, “The Matchmaker” 
has an odd history of having scored its 
hit after having first been a failure 17 
years previously. It made one of the long- 
est and most circuitous journeys to the- 
atrical success in stage history. 

Thornton Wilder has been quoted as 
saying that “The Matchmaker” is his fav- 
orite play. He has said that he adapted 
it from a German version of a nineteenth 
century British farce, but this is probably 
a hoax. In any case, from the time of its 
first production in 1938 under the title of 
“The Merchant of Yonkers” when it was 
a failure, through its acclaimed opening 
in New York in 1955, Wilder had kept 
revising it lovingly, and had never been 
deterred by the 1938 failure, though usual- 
ly such events put an end to any future 
hopes for a play.

Enid Bagnold, a British aristocrat, is 
best-known in this country for her novel, 
“National Velvet” which was made into a 
very successful American movie. 


Her first novel, “A Diary Without 
Dates,” written when she was a young 
girl, was published under a pseudonym 
because her father wouldn’t allow her to 
publish it, claiming it beneath the dignity 
of a person of her position. She followed 


this with “Serena Blandish” which made 
a sensation on both sides of the Atlantic 
when it was published anonymously as 
being by “A Lady of Quality.” “Serena 
Blandish” was adapted into a play by S. 
N. Behrman and produced in America in 
1929. 


Among other works, she has written 
three plays, two of which were produced 
in New York, “Gertie,” starring Glynis 
Johns, in 1952, and “The Chalk Garden” 
in 1955.
